| read the following story last week, pray it lifts your spirit. It’s 
from a sermon by Charles Hemington who was minister for over 
25 years at the Old Baptist Chapel, Devizes at the end of the 
1800’s. Preached on July 18th 1880, in London. The text was 
Exod 33:18. “And he said, | beseech Thee, show me Thy 
glory.” This is how he told it, at the end of his sermon:- 


There was a good deal of ridicule upon a poor unschooled poor 
godly slave because of his religion: and those who were around 
challenged him to stand up and explain to them how God had 
saved him. Well, he dug in the earth and pulled out a large 
worm, which he put down on the ground; and then he drew a 
white ring all around the worm and put some straw round the 
ring and set fire to it; and they look on. By-and-By, the worm 
began to wiggle and to writhe; but before he allowed the worm 
to suffer any torture he took it up in his fingers and held it up 
before the eyes of those around him and said, “That is what 
Jesus Christ has done for me. Me, that poor worm and the 
flames of hell were gathered around me; but the blessed Jesus 
came and He took me out of the fire and saved me by His 
grace.” Was that not like the salvation of God? 


Well, we both do pray that you are all well and that the Lord has 
indeed blessed you as you hold fast to Him. To quote William 
Romaine, “Blessed is he who lives out of the pulpit what he 
says in it, and knows his doctrine to be truly experience: so may 
it be with you.”

Study and dig deeper it’s fun what the Lord reveals, ‘Well it 
makes me smile’ it feeds, weeds the world out and refreshes 
like the water does the fruit and veg. 


You will grow, produce fruit. 

We will grow, increase in fruit and pass this on to feed others 
too. 

This is the crutch, as we grow in faith and joy we will be soldiers 
for the Lord, the Great Commission will become our mission.

Nor is it enough not to hold the truth in unrighteousness; we 
should desire to hold forth the word of life, and to shine, giving 
light to all around. Great encouragement is given to those who 
prove themselves faithful hearers of the word. Doers of the 
work.

rather than faith. | do not write that to ridicule anyone, but 
nevertheless it does concern me from an eschatological point of 
view. | believe the devil has revealed his plan of action for these 
last of the last days. The world, by and large, has taken the bait, 
and he is reeling in the nations and preparing them for the 
implementation of the Mark of the Beast, after the Church has 
been Raptured into the presence of the Saviour. That said, | do 
believe that difficult days lay ahead for us while we await that 
glorious event. As we see so many drifting away, we must stand 
strong, not alone, but together. 


Hebrews 10:25 Not forsaking the assembling of ourselves 
together, as the manner of some is; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the day approaching. 


That is a very important and appropriate verse for the days we 
are living in. It’s not just a word of admonition, it is a prophetic 
word to remind us of the present circumstances leading up the 
the final hours of the last days. We see so many, if not all, the 
signs converging; converging for the first time in history, and 
teaching us to look up, be watchful, and be ready. 


| have begun writing a new verse by verse commentary on the 
Epistle to the Hebrews, which | plan to publish on Amazon next 
year. | have read over twenty commentaries in preparation for 
this, and have several more to go before | start compiling the 
study from my copious notes. Hebrews, though written to 
Jewish Christians who were drifting away from Christ and back 
into Judaism, has a vital message for us Gentiles today. “Today” 
is a word used several times in the letter to state how important 
it is to turn back to the Lord and obey the words and leading of 
the Holy Spirit. Yet many commentators, who seek to protect 
their denominational theology, twist and distort the warning 
passages in Hebrews by claiming they are hyperbole or only 
figures of speech. If Hebrews teaches us anything, it is clear 
that we must compare Scripture with Scripture to arrive at the 
truth, or as Paul wrote in 2 Timothy 2:15, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth’. The Bible is indeed 
its own best commentary. That has always been my view, and 
will be throughout my Hebrews study / commentary. 


In these desperate days it is vital that we continue to stand up 
for the Gospel as well as standing in it. We need to teach and 
preach the saving power of Christ and Him crucified. Hebrews 
continuously states that Jesus is “better” or superior to the Law, 
ritual, religion, angels, and everything and everyone else we 
can see and cannot see. He is truly King of Kings and Lord of 
Lords, so we cannot do anything better than proclaim His 
wonderful name far and wide. We have one message - let’s 
take it to the world.
